ON TRAIN IN LATVIA 


Two of the Raiding Party Killed 
in Shooting Near Riga—Russia 
' Sends Sharp Note.

RIGA, Feb. 5.—A Soviet courier trav- 
eling on a Moscow-Riga express train 
was murdered in Latvian territory this 
morning. The murder was committed 
near Uexkull station, fifteen ~ miles 
from Riga, where three or more uni- 
dentified -well-dressed men, masked 
and carrying .revolvers, attempted to 
hold up the passengers in a second 
class. sleeping carriage. 

Among the passengers in the express 
were Italian, Latvian and Soviet diplo- 
‘matic couriers who were in separate 
lockable compartments. ‘The compart- 
ment of the Soviet courier, however, 
was open and the raiders entered it. 
A brisk exchange of shots followed. 

or Nette, one of the couriers, 
was killed and the other courier, Mach- 
was seriously wounded. The 
raiders returned to an adjoining ser- 
vice com ent, where the train po- 
lice found’ two of them dead 
their companion or companions. es- 
caped, wounded, from the train, which 
the driver eeeres as soon as the 
alarm was raised. 


The surviving courier refused, before 
consulting Moscow officials to explain 
what happened in the compartment. 
The diplomatic parcels were intact. 

Latvians consider the raid the work 
of ordinary criminals and that it has 
no political significance. The Latvian 
potas aps expressed regrets to Mos- 
cow. official announcement by the 
Soviet Legation, however, asserts that 
the raid had a definite political char- 
acter and was organized solely to cap- 
ture diplomatic correspondence. 

The Chargé d’Affaires, M. Borkuie- 
viteh, handed the Latvian Government 
a note holding Latvia responsible for 
the consequences ‘‘of this unexampled 
outrage,’’ contending that no précau- 
tions. were taken to protect the 
couriers. 

The Latvian press replied, reminding 
the Soviet that recently a Lithuanian 
courier was murdered in Soviet terri- 
tory while en route to Moscow.

LONDON, Feb. 5.—The first photo- 
graphs taken by Harry Surton of the 
Metropolitan Museum of. Art of the 
golden coffins of Tutankhamen, pub- 
lished in London newspapers, support 
the descriptions of exquisite workman- 
ship made by Howard Carter and oth- 
ers who have seen them. 

The innermost coffin of solid gold 
which is now on public view in the 
Cairo Museum represents * 
men, with -folded arms, bearing e 
royal emblems, the crook and flail. 
It'is more than six feet long and it is 
estimated that the gold is worth about 
$250,000. It is magnificently engraved, 
both sides and out, and is embelished 
with turquoise, —_ lazuli and. car- 
nelian. ed protective vulture 
and the serpent goddesses, Nekhbet 
and Buto, are seen. encircling the ab- 
domen, while engraved over the legs 
are Isis and Nephthys. 

There are three golden coffins alto-

The McFadden Bank bill passed by

The hair was burned entirely from her 
head and the flames rendered her 
sighfless. Despite her injuries, Mrs. 
Gunnesia was able to identify -Catonia 
by his voice at the hospital and accuse 
him of causing her injuries. 

Following his admission of guilt, 
Catonia was locked up for the night at 
Police Headquarters. He was charged 
with felonious assault and arson. He 
will be charged with hotnicide when 
arraigned in the New Jersey Avenue 
Police Court this morning.

Supreme Court Justice Ford modi- 
fied in two respects yesterday the tem- 
porary. injunction he issued on Thurs- 
day against the Consolidated Stock 
Exchange. 

In the original order Justice Ford 
required members of the Exchange to 
deliver securities in case of outright 
purchases within twenty-four hours of 
their purchase. He amended this to 
give the brokers forty-eight hours in 
the case of delivery of securities with- 
in the city, seventy-two hours within 
the State and ninety-six hours outsid 
of the State. . 
The order at first prohibited brokers 
from pledging securities in marginal 
accounts of customers for loans 
greater than the amounts owed by-the 
customers to the brokers on those par- 
ticular securities. Justice Ford changed 
this to permit brokers to pledge such 
securities for any amount they could 
get,’ providing the customers owning 
the securities signed an express con- 
sent to this procedure.

Alcorn Makes Fourth Plea That

may depend on a single word—‘‘re-

This point was raised and, stressed 
yesterday when the plea of the slayer 
and thief; seeking to escape the Con- 
necticut gallows for the murder of a 
‘New Britain policeman, wag passed to 
Judges Learned Hand, Julian W. Mack 
and Martin: Manton, comprising the 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 


ore authors of the Constitution, in 
Phrasing the grant of power over 
prisoners to the President, intended re- 
prieve to mean pardon, and not ‘‘com- 
mutation,” then President Coolidge in 
commuting Chapman’s mail robbery 
sentence to life in Atlanta penitentiary 
exceeded his power. This is the con- 
tention of former Magistrate Frederick 
J. Groehl, chief attorney for the 
slayer. 

However, if “‘reprieve’’ was used to 
cover authority for commutation, as 
argued by State’s — Hugh Al- 
corn, who opposed the appeal of the 
robber, then the President was within 

right in freeing Chapman to stand 
trial for the shooting of the policeman. 

Chapman was-not in court: While 
the arguments that will determine his 
fate. were being made to the three 
jurists, he awaited word of the a ee. 
ceeding in his cell in Wethersfield 
Prison. The decision that will send 
him to death or back to. Atlanta for 
twenty-five years is expected within a 

week. 


Yesterday’s proceeding was to over- 
turn the decision of Federal Judge 
Thomas of Connecticut, who affirmed 
the conviction of Chapman, tart 


1 | that the State had authority to try the 


slayer by virtue of President Coolidge’s 
commutation of the Federal term. 

Mr. Groehl, opening his case, insisted 
that President Coolidge had over- 
stepped his authority in releasing 
Chapman. He cited cases to support 
his statement that Chapman had been 
pardoned and thus was within his 
right when he refused to accept the 
release. 

“Then it amounts to this,” said 
Judge Mack: ‘‘You contend that Chap- 
man has a constitutional right to be 
remanded to the Federal penitentiary 
to serve out his sentence.” 

Groehl admitted this was his point. 
Judge Mack said there was a doubt in 
his mind whether Chapman. could be 
the one to raise such’a question. Mr. 
Groehl, affirming his contention, said 
that surely the prison authorities had 
@ duty to see that Chapman or any 
other prisoner served out his sentence. 

“Oh,” remarked Judge Mack, ‘He 
may be such a terrible nuisance in the 
penitentiary that the Government 
would be glad to get rid of him.”
